vay Additional Information Yet Re- 
ceived From the Victoria 8 Is 
the Names of Those Who Were Saved— 
Hundreds Coming to London by Train 
Seeking News of Loved Ones—Sad 
Scenes Witnessed—Talks With Prom- 
inent Personages. 


Loxpox, June 24.—It would be hard to 
describe the feeling that prevails everywhere 
inthe Kingdom in regard to the calamity 
that has befallen the couniry through the 
loss of the battleship Victoriaoff Tripoli and 
the drowning of some of her officers and 
crew. Fear for the dead and sympathy for 

the relatives and friends of those who went 
down with the ship is widespread, In some 
quarters a certain amount of indig- 
_Mation is expressed that such an ac- 
cident should occur, but so far as 
known there is no foundation for this feel- 
ing. The lack of detaiis caused by the re- 
moteness of the scene of the disaster allows 
of no expression of definite opinion. and full 
reports of the accidentare eagerly awaited. 
It is not believed that a full story of the sad 
affair can be obtained until the arrival at 
Malta of the Camperdown, which ran into 
the Victoria, orsome other vessel belonging 
to the Mediterranean squadron, conveying 
survivors from the Victoria. A special staff 
of officers was kept on duty all night at the 
admiralty office at White Hall for 
the purpose of receiving any 
official dispatches that might 
arrive, The only information received, how- 
ever, was the names of those who had been 
saved. Inthe meantime an immense crowd 
gathered around the admiralty office ready 
to grasp any speck of information. In the 
crowd were many sad-faced women and 
children and young girls whose husbands, 
fathers or sweetkearts were members 
of the Mate crew. Hundreds of persons

In discussing the disaster an officer well 
posted in naval evolutions states that the 
vessels ofthe fleet, which consists of nine 
battleships, were probably ordered to change 
positions, the Victoria leading the left-hand 
column and the Camperdown the right. 
When the order was given to change post- 
tions, each vessel passed her mate ontne 
opposite column and exchanged places with 
her, after which the double column was re- 
sumed. 
sharp turn to the rigbt, and the Camper- 
down should have made an equally sharp 
turn tothe left, passing each other on the 
starboard side, the distance between the 
columns being only four cable lengths or 2, 400 
feet. TheVictoria may have rounded promptly 
but the Camperdown, which has the — esl 
tion of being an erratic steerer, failed to 
maneuver quickly enough, and forging 
ahead too fast, struck the Victoria athwart- 
ship bulkhead, which separated the forward 
compartment from the next one aft, thus 
filling both compartments. The compart. 
ments were instantly filled, and on account 
ofthe enormous weight the ship went down 
bow first, which caused her to careen clear 
over, going down bottom up. 

Lord George Hamilton says, in relation to 
‘the catastrophe,that the Camperdown’ s ram 
must have cut away the plating on the ill- 
fated vessel outside of several of her trans- 
verse bulkheads. But for this the bulkheads 
could have deen closed. and the 
wate. kept out of all except one or two com- 

artments. The vessel would still have 

oated under these circumstances. The 
water enteredina solid mass on one side, 
causing the vessel to capsize immediately, 
The blow fromthe Uamperdown was deliv- 
ered slantingly. The cause of the collision 
Lord George deciined to dtseuss. 

Rt. Hon. Arthur Bower Forwood, 
erly Secretary to the Admiralty, and 
now a leading ship owner, states that 
it is a wonder such an accident has not 
occurred before. Ihe Victoria had a longi- 
tudinal bulkhead running through her, be- 
sides a number running across ship, thus 
dividing her into disconnected compart- 
ments on each side ofthe longitudinal bulk- 
head. The Camperdown glanced alongside, 
opening out the plates covering several com- 

rtments and letting in the water, which, 

y its great welght, capsized the ship. The 
squadron had probably been maneuvering 
within a space of three miles, leaving a small 
area for each vessel to move in. The imme 
diate cause of the accident, Mr. Forwood 
says, can not now be exactly stated. 

Emperor William II. sent this dispatch to 
the Duke of Edinburgh: ‘*Words can not ex- 
press our horror.

List of Great English Naval Ships Lost 
When Not in Action. 

New York, June 24.—Though not of the 
most modern construction, both the Victoria 
and Camperdown were ranked as among tiie 
best of the line of battle-ships. Neither of 
them have been in commission ten years. 

More vessels have been lost by wreck- 
age in time of peace then 
have ever “ been sunk by an 


enemy’s guns. The list of notable wrecks 
for the past two centuries is not by any 
means a short one. Less than 200 years ago 
Sir Cloudeslef Shooel’s squadron of four 
vessels was lost off the Scilly Islands, and 
almost all on board perished. Oct. 5, 1744, 
the Victory sank near the Isle of Alderney 
and all hands were drowned. In 1870 the 
Thunder, Sterling Castle, Defiance and 
twelve smaller vessels were lost inthe same 
storm in the West Indies. 

Cowper has immortalized the loss of the 
Royal George, 108 guns, off Spithead, in 1782, 
when more than 600 persons were drowned. 
Three hundred and sixty persons were lost 
when the Minotaur, seventy-four guns, was 
wrecked on the Haak bank in 1810. 

Probably the worst disaster of all was the 
loss of the St. George, Defense and Hero, off 
the coast of Jutland, in 1811. Out 
of 2,000 souls on board, but 
eighteen seamen escaped. Perhaps the best 
example of heroism the world has ever seen 
was furnished when the Birkenhead, a troop 
ship, sank in Simon's Bay, South Africa, in 
1852. The troops were drawnup inline and 
with beat of drums immovably awaited 
death, whilethe women and children were 
placed in boats.

The Captain, lostina squall off Finisterre, 
wasthe first modern English ironcland to 
come to grief, in September, 1870; 472 lives 
were lost.

FAREWELL TO AMERICA. 


The Infanta Eulalia Sailed From New 
York To-Day for Spain. 


NEW YorK, June 25.—Large trunks and

The President's Convening of Congress 
to Take Up the Financial Question 
Commended—Some Home Thrusts on 
the Silver Law-—The Viking Ship— 
Cowboy Race—World’s Fair News. 


CHICAGO, III., June 24.—One of the large 
rooms of the Art Palace was crowded at noon 
to-day with the delegates in attendance on 
the International Congress of Banking and 
Financiering in response toa call for a spe- 
cial meeting to exchange views regarding 
the present financial situation in this coun- 
try. The representatives of the local banks 
had also been invited to attend, andthe re- 
sponse from officers of these institutions was 
large. The opening address was delivered 
by Logan C. Morray of New Tork. 
He said that such a storm and wave 
of liquidation had passed over 
the country beginning in New York and now 
extending itself to the Pacific Coast, as would 
seem thatthe prasent low tide was a most 
appropriate time for the bankers and finan- 
ciers of the country to discuss the root of the 
trouble. It could not be denied that the 
banking institutions of the country had met 
the crisis with a wonderful show of strength. 
The determination of the President to con- 
vene Congress for the purposeof grappling 
with the root of the evil, the continued pur- 
chase of silver, wasto be commended. The 
Congress should give no uncertain sound to 
the sentiment that this evil must be eradi- 
cated from the commercial system. The 
results ofthe resumption of gold payments 
in 79 should not and must not be 
disturbed, andthe hands of the President 
should be upheld. All honor to Harrison 
and Cleveland for their refusal to inflict for 
a purpose which is tantamount to selling 
bonds for gold to buy more silver and it 
should and would bring damnation to any 
party that would inflict a further interest- 
bearing debt upon the United States. No 
party could gustify itself in such action 
while having command of a hundred 
millions of gold, which has thus far, and 
doubtless will continue to be, sufficient to 
magnify on the gold resumption that was un- 
dertaken in 1879. It would seem opportune 
at this time to assure the investors of Europe 
who have been returning our securities and 
taking our gold for them that we have both 
the ability and the tntention to maintain the 
gold standard. This idea could not be too 
strongly impressed upon the visiting finan- 
clers, and the Congress should emphasize 
with no uncertain sound tnis patriotic inten- 
tion, and thus quiet Europe on our intention 
of paying our debts in gold and not ona 
silver basis. The idea of putting out 
an interest bearing debt in time of 
‘peace and prosperity simply for the purpose 
of forging a silver chain about the necks of 
the commercial world was suicidal and un 
patriotic and a wrong to the people. The 
country had barely escaped a day or reckon- 
ing, and further delay in meeting this ques- 
tion might mean greater disaster. 

The speaker impressed upon the Congress 
the necessity of reassuring foreign investors 
so that they would not turn back the great 
avalanche of securities nowwheld across the 
Atlantic for fear thatthe United States will 
reckon their value in silver instead ofin 
gold. 


HAYTI AND CEYLON. 


The Interesting Exhibits of Those Two 
Countries Thrown Open. 


WoORLD’S FAIR GROUNDS, CHICAGO, June 24, 
After many hours of labor Commissioner 
Preston was able to open the Haytien build - 
ing to-day. The buildingand exhibits have 
cost the Republic over $100,000 and this 
amount judiciously expended has resulted in 
the construction of an unusually pretty 
colonial cottage and the installation of an 
exhibit that challenges more than pass- 
ing attention. The exhibits include 


a magnificent display of vegeta- 
ble and mineral products of the 
country. Anextensive series of crayon work 
indicative of the advancement of the Haytien 
people adorn the walls. Atthe entrance to 
the buildingisa marble statue called La- 
revere’’ executed by a Haytien sculptor 
named La Forrestuffe, who was awarded a 
gold medal for his work in 1874 at the Paris 
salon, The opening exercises were simple 
and consisted of addresses by Fred Douglas, 
one of the commissioners, and Charles Pres 
ton, upon whom devolved the work of in- 
stalling the exhibit. A number of officers of 
the Kxposition were present at the exer- 
cises 

The Ceylon building was also thrown open 
to-day without ceremony. The opening of 
this building has been delayed from time to 
time from a variety of causes, but the public 
to-day found on inspection one of the most 
unique and instructive exhibits seen on the 

ounds. The building s constructed in 

eylon by native workmen and brought here 
and put together. The building is fashioned 
after the oid Candayan temples, the archi- 
tecture of which has been observed by the 
Singalese for centuries in the construction of 
their public houses.

Maud McKibben | Detained on a 
Warrant for Larceny. 


Chemical Analysis of Her Dead Father 
and Sister’s Stomachs. 


THE SUSPECTED GIRL EXPLAINS SEV- 
ERAL POINTS OF INTEREST. 


She Positively Denies All Responsibility 
for the Poisoning—Her Admirabie 
Self-Possession—The Letter Found by 
Mr. Stewart—-Maud Given a Bad 
Reputation by Neighbors. 


Maud McKibben, the youthful suspect in 
the recent poisoning case which resulted in 
the death of her father, John McKibben and 
of her sister, Mrs.Chas. Stewart, sat alone in 
a cell inthe Fourth District Police Station this 
morning, when a Post-DisPaTcH reporter 
called there to see her. The utter abandon- 
ment of the girl by her relatives, who a week 
ago, according to their own statements, 
thought her innocent ofall wrong doing and 
refused to believe that she had committed 
tne thefts by which the Stewart 
household had been  harrassed, | 
seems to have had little effect on her spirits 
and it is doubtful if she realizes the position 
in which she is placed. She is the embodl- 
ment of demure self- possession, and answers 
questions truly or falsely with the same de- 
gree of equanimity, and without ap- 
parently reflecting upon the dear- 
ing they may have upon her 
case. No questions escape heras to what 
people think of the distressing affair, what 
evidence the police may have or as to any of 
the things which it would naturally be sup- 
posed would be of the most absorbing inter- 
ost to her. Altogether there is a most per- 
plexing indifference in her entire bearing, 
and the officials are entirely at a loss to decide 
whether her deportment is the resultofa 
consciousness of innocence of the great crime 
of which she is suspected or whether she is 
the most consummate actress. Maud knows 
at all events that she is in for trouble over 
the stolen ring and money, but that does not 
move her, possibly because it ginks into in- 
to insignificance as 
that greater possible 
being held uccountable for the 
death of her father and sister. She will be 
held on warrants for grand larceny until 
every bit of evidence against her can be se- 
cured by the police. Even should the author- 
ities failto fasten the poisoning case upon 
her her reputation has been ruined and she 
will come out of jail with Uttie 
hope of regaining the confidence 
of her friends and relatives. 
Capt. Kiely says that she was feeling well 
and was bright asa lark when she arose this 
morning, but when the reporter called she 
said that she was suffering from a headache. 
The girl has been plied with so many ques- 
tions that, although her fortitude is unfalter- 
ing, her patience is about exhausted, 
When asked about the mysterious note, 
which is said to have been 
found on the floor of her room and is pub- 
lished elsewhere, she petulantly declared 
that she had told everything that she knew 
a bout it. But she had, nevertheless, fasied 
to explain what she meant when she wrote, 
in addressing Dear Lizzie,’’ 1 for- 
got to tell that somebody that I was 
not in love with you last night.’’

SUDDEN CHANGE OF VIEW. 


The New Garbage Bill Passes the Heuse 
of Delegates—City Hall News. 

There wasa sudden change of front last 
nightamongthe members of the Sanitary 
Committee of the House of Delegates. After 
holding a meeting, at which they concluded 
to amend the garbage bill as it passed the 
Council by making one district of the entire 
city instead of six as provided in the 
Dill, they made a report last night 
recommending the passage of the bill, with- 
out aby amendments save those attached to 
it before it passed the Council. Just what 
brought about this revolution of feeling is 
not given out, but it is rumored that some- 
body *‘went down to Limerick“ and gave 
the word to iet er go“ just as she was. 

The bill passed by a unanimous vote and 
now needs but the a ee ofthe Mayor to 
become a law. will undoubtedly be 
given, the new bill will take the place of all 
the old muddled ordinances which have so 
ae puzzled the members of the Board of 


rovisions of the new bill are: 
The city is divided into six districts, and bids 
tor removing the garbage may made for 
each district separately or for the entire city 
as one district. 

The contracts are to be let for a term of five 
years and the contractors are to give bond in 
a sum equal to one-fitthof the amount bid. 
There are other safeguards besides, for the 
fulfilment of the contracts. The garbage 
must be removed twice a week during the 
months of October, November; December, 
January, February and 7 hy and three 
times a week durin — May, June, July, 
August and Septem The contractor may 
also be ordered by My Board of Health to re- 
move the garbage once a day, Sundays in- 
cluded, from hotels and restaurants. 

The Board of Health has power to regulate 
on what days the contractor * remove 
garbage, sothat there may be daily ne- 
moval trom at least one district, and it shall 
also designate to what factories of the St. 
Louls Sanitary Co. the contractor shall haul 
the garbage. 

For failure to properly comply with the 

rovisions of the contract the Board of 

ealth may declare it terminated, or may 
employ additional teams to dothe work at 
the expense of the contractor. 

In addition to removing garbage, the new 
bill includes dead rats, cats, dogs and fowls. 

Ten days after the approval ofthe bill by 
the Mayor advertisements must be published 
for five days, when the contracts can doe let.

It is lamentable, indeed, when you come to 
refiect on it, how large a proportion of useful 
and respectable callings falls under the ban 
of romance What poet or ro- 
mancer ever made his first lover, 
for example, a bailiff or a 
beadle? Yet bailiffs and beadles are men and 
brothers. They may do their oftentimes 


dangerous duty with the dash of a Rupert, or 
the cool courage of a Cromwell, yet they are 
frankly impossible as heroes of romance. 
Quincey makes aremark somewhere to the 
effect that one would not be inclined to think 
highly of a man, who in the absence of 
predisposing circumstances, dlliberately 
and for the love of the business de- 
cided to be a butcher. ‘Yet butchers are 
husbands and fathers, and have blood 
in their veins as wellasontheiraprons. As 
a matter of statistics, I believe hardly a day 
passes but some solicitor falls in love; yet no 
court of love or literature will give him audi- 
ence as a lover, nor take coguizance of his 
pleadings, The breast of the stockbroker 
is swayed by the bears and bulls of 
passion no less than by the subtler in- 
fluences of financial speculation. Yet 
his name is not honore in the more 
than royal exchange of romance. Then, 
with one stroke of the pen, romance 
rules out the whole amorous mob ot retail 
traders. They are not altogether absent from 
the pages of romance, these worthy citizens. 
Only they have to forego tne heroic parts and 
put up with being supernumeraries or vil- 
lains or comic Characters. About the butcher 
Iam ‘doubtful. Not even Dickens, I think 
found room for a butcher amid nis Babylon o 
trades. Nor with Shakspeare is it any better.

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DRAMSHOP ABUSES. 


The first result of the mere preliminary 
work of the new Excise office brings as- 
tonishing confirmation of the charges of 
irregularities and wholesale violations 
of law in the administration of the license 
department of the Collector. The police 
report $824 saloons running without a 
license and representing a loss of over 
5100, 000 in the revenue during the past six 
months. 

But permitting saloons to run without 

any license at all is only a part of the 
dramshop abuses which were clearly in- 
dicated by the facts brought to light in the 
Post-DisPATcH. The collection of the 
revenues from saloons holding licenses 
was shown to be exceedingly loose. 
Licenses were obtained on illegal and 
sham petitions and through evasions and 
misinterpretations of the law. The fall 
facts, however, could not be unearthed 
because no access to the records and docu- 
ments was permitted to either the press or 
the people. The provision of the law re- 
quiring the display of licenses was dis- 
regarded. 
The enforcement of the plain terms of 
the law by nd Poise Commissioner will 
change this order of things and confer 
great benefits upon the people of St. Louis. 
He can shut up every unlicensed saloon. 
He can prevent the opening of saloons in 
defiance or evasion of the law. He can 
close the dens and dives. He can compel 
the collection ot the revenue. He can 
make his ,office in this way as valuable to 
the reputable saloon business as to the 
whole city.

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WAR BY MACHINERY. 

The sinking of the British battle-ship 
Victoria and the loss of nearly 500 lives will 
probably cause a revision of opinion con- 
cerning the usefulness of these modern 
monsters. The Victoria represented the 
acme of naval architecture, being in all 
respects a model of what a powerful war 
vessel should be. Inventive genius was 
exhausted in her construction, and she was 
an object of pride to the British nation and 
was looked to asone of the chief protectors 
of the island Kingdom. And yet the dis- 
aster of last Thursday seems to be a demon- 
stration of the elaborate inefficiency of 
such craft and the folly of spending any 
more money on them. 

It is a fact worth noting that the so- 
called progress in the arts of war since 1871 
has not been tested to see if it be progress. 


the German Empire there has been no war 
of consequence except that of 1877 between 
Russia and Turkey, which cannot be con- 
sidered a test of modern methods. The 
huge standing armies and the monstrous 
floating fortresses which have come into 
existence since 1871 are inventions the 
ytility of which 1s as incalculable as a 
lunatic’s whim. Bismarck himself not 
long since cast doubts upon the efficiency 
of large armies by the remark that the 
wars of the future would be decided by 
battles in which not more than 200,000 
should be engaged. And in naval war- 
fare good service cannot be expected of 
heavy ships which become unmanageable 
during peaceful maneuvers in a placid sea. 

The trouble seems to be in the theory 
that machinery can be made to serve in- 
stead of human. valor and intelligence.

THEY ARE MEN OF PEACE. 

The delight with which the news of So- 
clalist gains in Germany has been re- 
ceived by French workingmen is a symp- 
tom of that spirit of fraternity which came 
out so strongly in the convention held in 
Brussels some weeks ago. It will be re- 
membered that on that occasion resolu- 
tions were adopted deprecating interna- 
tional quarrels and strongly condemning 
war as a means of settling such differences. 
These resolutions pledged the organization 
to peace, and exhorted Socialists of differ- 
ent nationalities to fraternizeeyen on the 
battle field. : ii 

This aggressive spirit of humanity. is 
something that the advocates of force 
must reckon with in the near future. 
When soldiers carry their peace principles 
into their campaigns determined to make 
a practical application at inopportune mo- 
ments war is likely to become ridiculous. 
In Europe, particularly in France and 
Germany, workingmen se&m to be thor- 
oughly imbued with the ideg that violence 
is both foolish and unrighteous. Know- 
ing their numerical strength it would be 
strange if they did not undertake to act 
upon their faith. A ‘‘strike’’ upon the 
battlefieid would be a strange develop- 
ment of Democracy and one which 


would be very perplexing to the captains 


of war and of industry. 

This is only a speculation and it may not 
be realized in the next great conflict, but 
there is no doubt that the Socialists have 
it in mind and will act upon it when they 


‘feel themselves strong enough. Already 


they number 2,000,000 in Germany and 
their propaganda is very active in all other 
European countries, Atthe rate of growth 
indicated by the last election they will 
soon have a majority and naturally they 
will claim the right to shape national 
policies. Whatever may be thought of 
their economic programme their sincere 
devotion to humanity and civilization can- 
not be questioned. And they are so thor- 
oughly organized, so well disciplined and 
intelligently directed that whep they un- 
dertake to enforce peace by refusing to 
fight they will have good prospects of suc- 
cess.

THE POLAR AU IO R 


The Peary Expedition Preparing for Ex- 
tensive Simultancous Observations. 


Lyons, N. Y., June 24.—An important feat - 
ure of the work of the Aretie expedition un- 
der the direction of Civil Engineer E. Peary 
of the United States Navy, which leaves 
Philadelphia on the trip northward the com- 
ing year, willbe the recording of observa- 
tions of the aurora on a planthat will en- 
able comparisons to be made with similar 


records from other regions. R. . r. 
Secretary of the Meteorological of 
Great Britain ang Ireland, has presented the 
subject of active co-o tation to the Kew 
Committee of the Royal Society, which has 
in charge magnetic and meteorological 
work especially. The United States Minis- 
ters to — Sweden, Russia and Dene 
mark nave presented the matter of co-opera- 
tion to the proper authorities in those coua- 
tries. Hulkowa Observatory, Russia, which 
is the largest in Europe, has already, through 
its secretary, provided for observations in 
furtherance of the plan of the present re- 
search, some of which observations have 
already been forwarded. The Naval Ob- 
servatory at Washington, the Toronto Mag- 
netic and Meteorological Observatory and 
Harvard College Observatory are actively 
contributing to the promotion of the research 
in various ways. Indeed, it may be saidin 
eneral that the interest that is lag wani- 
ested both in this country and in Europe on 
the part of institutions, societies and indi. 
viduals is such as to insure the success of this 
feature of the work of the Peary expedition, 
It is true that during the international 
polar expeditions of 1892 and 1893 many ob- 
servations of the aurofa were made in high 
latitudes but no special provisions seem to 
have been made for comparison with ob- 
servations made simultaneously in lower 
iatitudes. It is now proposed to remedy this 
defect, and the facts that will be brought out 
in regard to the local distribution of the au- 
rora promise to be of the utmost importance 
in Many ways. Ine feature that will de of 
the most popular interest will be undoubted- 
ly arélation to thunderstorms, which it is 
thought has been discovered and which it is 
proposed to verify. For this perpoee data 
respecting such storms wil gecured 
through the regular channels of the United 
States and other weather service bureaus.

I have no 
desire to hurt his feelings or to inflict pain 
upon a man whose name I once consented to 
bear.

When the revolution broke out, a few months 
ago, he was appointed a colonel in the forces 
of the insurgents under Gen. Savablas, who 
was one of Brummer’s best friends. 

The dashing young Colonel soon won con- 
siderable fame as a warrior. He also at · 
tracted the attention of Gen. Santague, who 
invited him to his house and introduce i him 
to his daughter. The Young lady had hosts 
of admirers, who looked upon Brummer as 
an intruder, Among the young lady’s ad- 
mirers Was Col. Perlotte, the commander of 
a cavalry regiment, who swore to kill Brum- 
merthe first chance he got.

He 
told Brummer that a slow, lingering death 
was to be his fate. Perlotte then spat in his 
victim’s face and ordered him placed in a 
small cave, where he was laid on the floor, 
with bis hands and feet securely bound. 
Rocks were piled in frontof the entrance, 
and Brammer was left to his fate. 

Periotte feigned to be as much surprised as 
anybody else over his rival's disappearance 
and d the report that he had been 
killed, Brummer would never have been 
heard of again had not one of the troopers, 


who . Perlotte, given information that } 


led Gen es to senda squad of men to 
the cave, where, on rolling back the stones, 
Brammer was found more dead than alive. 

Every one expected that Brummer would 
shoot Perlotte on sight, but he did nothing, 
and Perlotte’s friends began to hintata 
faint heart and lost courage.

om, Al., June 24. -A fortune won at 
the rate of $25,000 per minute, other fortunes 
rising and sinkingas the flashing hoofs of 
first one horse and then another appearsa 
winner, cheers of wild delight, curses born 
of lasted hopes, of wealth easily achieved; 
wild applause from thousands to whom the 
result was nothing provided it only was pre- 
ceded by a desperate struggle, and ‘another 
American derby is lost and won. 

The race to-day was one of the most re- 
ma rͤkable ever run in this country. The 
crowd of 65,000 people which witnessed it was 
never surpassed on any race course in the 
United States. The purse hungup was one 
of the largest ever fougnt for and the race 
itself was one which will be marked witha 
white stone in the history of the running 
turf. The track was good but not over fast. 
The weather was as perfect as could be, 
perhaps. a trifie cool, too cool to suit all the 
turfmen, but decidedly comfortable for the 
immense crowd. A warm breeze which 
waved the long grass in the inclosure and gen- 
erally ruled the breast of the little lake at 
the southern end of the course, blew across 
the grounds. The crowd was enormous. The 
race was run almost within the shadow of 
the great buildings at the World’s Fair, and 
men perched upon the topof the Ferris wheel 
in Midway Plaisance could, with a glass, 
easily make out the horses and watch the 
progress of the race from the blowing of the 
bugle to the finish under the wire. 

The great grand-stand which was packed 
to suffocation on previous Derby days has 
never held suchacrowd as to-day. Every 
seat, every inch of vantage ground, every 
particle of floor space was taken hours before 
the first race was called. On the grassy slope 
reaching from the grand-stand to the track 
were packed thousands of perspiring persons 
anxious, but always good-natured, enthu- 
Siasts, many of whom never saw the race at 
all, so tightly were they wedged together. 
Over beyond the gateway leading to the pad- 
dock, upon the broad lawns and spacious 
balconies of the grounds and buildings of the 
Washington Park Club were gathered the 
people, who did not push or shove but 
they were badly crowded there as 
well. Inside the tracks the carriages 
were wedged so closely that it would have 
been possible for a man to have climbed from 
one to another for half a mile and never set a 
foot upon the ground. Inthe crowd were 
gathered turfmen from all portions of the 
country, men who remembered the days 
when Wagner and Grey Eagle fought it out 
so many years ago, whoswear by the bones 
of Lexington and Ten Broeck that the like of 
the horses that ran when they were learning 
to shave will never run again. Tom Ochil- 
tree was there looking at the horses whieh 
will be piloted later on against those of his 
friend, Col. North of England. Gen. W. I. 
Jackson of Nashville, he of the famous Belle 
Meade Stud, was there. Foxhall Keene, the 
owner of St. Leonards and Chorister, with his 
wife looked on, as did the Baroness Blanc, 
Lord Gosford of England. White Hat“ Me- 
Carthy, Marie Burroughs, Maj.-Gen. Nolson 
A. Miles, Johnny McCafferty, E. 8. Wil- 
lard, Jim Corbett, Director-General Davis 
ofthe World’s Fair, Turks of the Midway 
Plaisance, every dignitary of note and many 
notables without dignity. It wasa crowd 
from all classes, and this despite the fact 
that the club had taken advantage of the oc - 
casion to demand an admission fee of double 
the price ever asked on an American race 
course before. The betting ring at the con- 
clusion of the second race was a pande- 
monium. Talk about the stringency of the 
money market. There was money there this 
afternoon to feed the little birds—men with 
fists clutching great rolis of stuff“ fought 
and pushed around the bookmakers’ booths 
in the frantic effort to makea gamble on the 
race. There were in the neighborhood of 100 
bookmakers and all of them had all the busi- 
ness they could possibly do, and 
many men at hat were unable 
to get near enough to put up 
their money. Anywhere from $500,000 to 
$1,000,000 in cold cash went into the book- 
makers’ boxes this afternoon. The crowd 
was manifestly impatient during the first two 
races. They were good enough in their way 
but they were holding back the derby, and 
therefore were nuisances. When the second 
race was Over and while the wild’struggle 
was still going on atthe betting stands the 
bugle call rang to the post and the Derby was 
on. Don Alonzo was greeted with enthusi- 
astic cheers as he moved slowly past the 
stand with Lamley up. St. Leonards, the 
hope of the Keene stable, received an ova- 
tion. Clifford, whose late sensational per- 
formances have made him a favorite with 
many, cantered by as gaily as though he were 
not carrying weight of money, which actually 

lled in coin upon his back, would crush him 

O the earth. Then they came more quickly. 
G. W. Johnson with Doggett up, Lootout of 
the marvelous speed and uncertain temper, 
his stable companion Boundless, Ohorister, 
ridden by ‘‘Dare Devil’’ Fitzpatrick ; Strath- 
rose, the fleet little mare Who carried the 
colors of the Duke of Beaufort, were all 
warmly greeted as they peg: and lined up 
for the struggle that will be historic, Miles 
Standish,at whom many looked askance, 
ridden oy Taral, did not seem to bea 
pores horse, probably because he had not
